Joseph iMacnaniara on the Geneb, and we 
bari ed him ,n the al'unuioa, llie iia'ives 
digging tho :,'fiivert lor ua. di Sunday after- 
noon, the sea having gone down cousideiablo, 
the Japanese oiBcera took mo off to the rock 
the ship struck on, and likc\vi?e to the other 
islands. 'I'liero were nj jdeces of wreck en 
or about tho rock ; but the weiUlur bays O; 
all tho Other i3huid^ were lull, even tbe 
lower. masts nnd beann being splintered np 
•into small piecos, and some of tbu wreck 
jammdd into small oreviee.5 uf the rock forty 
or fifty feat high. Daring the three days. we 
we stoped in the village no other bodies were 
washed on shore. On the 12:!i we went in a 
junk to another vilbigo aloiiy; the eoiiai, and j pealed 
from thero took imniej acro.-.s tin; i;!bind to a 
town on the ulhor f^ide. We stopped tliere, 
living in a temple li!! -Mniiday, Ai^ii-it Sbdi. 
Wo then started io two junks lo I'rinoe tiat- 
zunia's head town, Kagosinna. It took us 
threo doy.s to fret there. Left Kagosima for 
Nagusaki, in a Japine^e eteainer bolonu'ing 
to tbe Prinee of ,S;ii/.!iiiia, uii Tu-^idiy, Sep., 
lOlb, and arrived in Xaaanidji on llie 12th. 
The Prince of Sutzuim w;is most kind to us, 
sapplyiug us with clothes, and whalcver else 
we required, and,forwardcd U9 al his own o.\ 
pense to tho Consul at Nai^asaki. We were 
never without guurd.H, uod wherever we 
went the people lollowed uh in hundreds 
and treated us kindly. \Vi.' eiinnot re-.t nin 
from testifying' our sincuro Ibanks to I'l inco 
Sftlzuraa and his people, fur tho aflublo and 
kind manner in which they Ireaied us during 
the time wo were in their country, which wc 
Bball ever bu.ir iu remetnbraiioe."

It iijipearcd lliat the two tribes 
Il el II ill uiikcii freo ligbt ou the Keservo on 
SiiiitJay, and Jim had recoureo to cold staei, 
il llieting an ugly wound on tho arm of Lis 
opponent. Moses Solomon, Indian tradar, 
was charged with oblaining a eain of $1!) 50 
under false pietoocos from a Slickeea In- 
dian chief, named Ned. Tbe charge arose 
oat of a trading transaclioQ for tobacco , tho 
Indian iil!c:;irg tliut ho had dopoaited the 
money wiib Boionion, who undertook lo 
(nmi.'jh him, iu reluro, with a particular kind 
of tobaccu, aud whoa he called for it, ibo 
former fiaid. Nod must take a whole bo.x, 
vidued at .550, or ho should nut have either 
money or tobacco. The trader was allowed 
to return the money, and tbe charge waa dis- 
missed.
